The investigators of tbe chemical 
laboratories and sgrlcultural colleges 
expect to show tlie fanners something 
that will do them more good than the 
mooted plan to control the crops and 
establish minimum prices, althougii 
it will work in an opposite directi(m 
by increasing,' production and perhaps 
lowering prices. 

Ilor.ses and mules in Louisiana are 
fed largely on rice, bran, mola.sses and 
some cowpea hay. The mules arc al- 
lowed to eat molasees without any 
ressrietion, and they usually consume 
from 8 to 12 quarts a day. Director 
W C Stnbb, of tbe Louisiana Station 
states that this ration keeps them in 
splendid condition capable of lively 
action and liard work. 

Tbe total value of the poultry arid 

eggs we produced in tbe last census 
year was $28l,n8,2i7. The industry 
was worth more than all the cattle 
and hogs we slaughtered. It was 
worth more than the wheat crop of 
twenty-eight states and territories: 
and the value of our eggs alone was 
higher than that of the combined 
gold and silver product of the United 
States in any year since 1850, eieept 
in 1890, when the precious metal ex- 
ceeded the eggs by $9,418,125. 

If tbe prices of hogs and corn go 
along together It certainly now looks 
very mwdillke hoga would go op in 
price again. This Is now past August 
and the time for the corn plant to be 
concentrating all its nourKshing power 
in filling the ears, but in fact it is still 
growing, and at least three weeks 
late. It Is true that for four or five 
weeks of good corn weather there 
might be a gain, but at present a splen- 
did nubbin crop is the promise, and 
therefore hlghw price hogs to fatten 
on it. The tendency of eonise under 
such eoBdlMoas la hlgimr priced beef 
cattle also, for cattle are large com 
consumers. But as stated, corn and 
bogs generally keep company in price 
more closely, it is evident that liogs 
will command high prices foruMther 
year.— Indiana Farmer. 

Science is pursuing the study of corn 
to learn how by fertilization, hybridi- 
zation, and tests of soils to increa.se 
the yield. It is stated on good author- 
ty that in repeated experiments,some- 
thing like 200 bushels of shelled corn 
to the acre have oeen produced. If 
this can tweatended to actual prac- 
tice on the tbrsBB the average com 
crop ot the United States can be car^ 
ried op to 5,000,000,000 bushels. There 
is no reason fur doubting that tbe 
yield of many kinds uf products will 
be increased by improved scientific 
methods and discoveries. Production 
not reduction, is the American ruleic 
agriculture as well as in manufactur- 
ing and attempts in any line to cramp 
or check production will meet with 
but temporary success and with fail- 
ure in the end, but whatabig man 
tbefannarwiil be wlMDeomranaaiO 
busbeiatotliBaBra. 

Tbe Glasgow Tlsssa has been hand> 
ed the foUowtav by a Barren county 
farmer, with request for its publica- 
tion. Tbe article is entirely pertinent 
to tbe season, Is sound and sensible in 
suggestion and should not escape the 
attention of a single corn raiser: "It 
gives but little trouble, yet results In 
great profit, for farmers to go into 
their corn fields after the corn is ready 
to gather and select the very best ears 
for seed. Let the qnalMf se l e ct ed be 
as uniform as possible as to the grain. 
Ears with grains clos61y set, taken 
from stalks tliat have produced two 
good ears, are to be preferred. Tbe 
ears so selected should be bung up in 
a dry place with tbe shucks pulled 
back. Br making tbe selection in the 
fall, much time is saved when tbe pe- 
riod of planting comes; besides, a care- 
ful seleotion will result in greatly im- 
yranag tbequalilr ol tlia erap. ▲
